I’m grateful to return to 
Deadpool as a reader. 


I'll leave you 
with a story about my relationship with Wade. | was in need of a quick gag one 
day, and decided to ruin the Harry Potter novels for him. Wade would have his 
revenge, hunting down and killing the unnamed character that spoiled the books 
for him in the pages of our comic, but Wade would also have his revenge on me: 
My son snuck the finished issue from the spinner rack in my office and proceeded 
to have Harry Potter ruined for him. My wife is still furious with me. You’re never 
safe from Deadpool, no matter how many walls you’re hiding behind.
